DESTRUCTION  WROUGHT 

BY  ARTILLERY  FIRE 


British  For.ce,  Attacking  Witli 
Bayonet,  Saved  From  Dis- 
astrous Outflanking  by  tiie 
Arrival  of  French  Troops, 


LONDON,  Dec.  30. — ^From  a  British 
omcer  at  the  battle  front  comes  the 
IhriUiiis  story  of  ii  acsperate  battle 
near  Yprcs,  where  British  and  French 
almo.st  annihllateU  six  regiments  of 
Gcrman.s.      He   says: 

'•Bearing  a  message  from  our  tom- 
mandcr  to  the  general  leafUng  the 
troops  in  the  region  of  Ypres.  I  reached 
Ills  headfiuarters  at  noon.  The  head- 
{juarters  are  in  the  open  in  a  beet  lleW 
■between   two>  enormous  sticks  of  straw. 


One  hundred  feet  Away  *  tottering 
farmhouse  wall  serves  as  shelter  to  my 
car.  Accompanied  by  an  oflicer  of  the 
Iloyal  Service  Corps,  I  crawl  on  all 
fours  to  another  atrawstacic  300  yards 
off,  fro  III  which  I  am  told  the  impend- 
Ins  battle  can  be  seen. 

••On  top  bt  the  staclt  an  English  bat- 
tery commander,  .speaking  trumpet  ami 
gl88«6s  'In  hand,  Is  dlrectiug  the  ser- 
vice of  six  field  pieces.  The  trumpet  is 
ft  necessity,  for  shells  are  bursting  :;00 
yards  from  the  battery  and  the  noiso 
Itj  deafening. 

"The  Germans  arc  slowly  groping  for 
the  range,  and  in  a  few  moments  wo 
irhall  have  to  seek  another  shelter  and 
the  captain  will  be  Jforped  to  move  his 
battery. 

"High  in  th^--  air  throe  <?f  the  enemy's 
air  .scouts  are  ciri'ling  directly  over  tlic 
battery,  watching  the  efTcot  of  the 
Bhella.  One  .suddenly  lu.slif.s  oft  to- 
wards  the  east.

"A  long  valley  stretches  out  before 
lis.  The  little  rise  on  whicli  wo  stand — 
about'  fifty  feet  above  the  plain — com- 
mand.s  It,  so  that  the  British  guns  are 
phootlng  almost  horizontally  at  the 
German  Infantry  trudging  through  the 
iiiud    :;,">fO    yards  away.

"The  liiii.r  icginuTit  is  the  .Second 
]'nis.siaii  lli.giincnt  of  tjie  Guard,,  the 
ICrnporor's  Own,  the  elite  o-T  the  Kaiser's 
army,  2,500  of  the  brawniest,  mo^t  dis- 
ciplined men  in  the  world.  It  is  now 
1  o'clock.  F.n  one  ho;ir  only  300  of  those 
men  will  leave  tho  field. 

Aim  for  Tr«B0h«B 

•A  gust  of  wind  brings  to  our  i5»rs 
the  sound  of  music.  The  Guards'  band 
Is  encouraging  th«  men.  At  tho  foot 
of  tho  s^all  hill  on  which  we  stand 
are  twenty^-tbios  of  trpnche.-s  flllod  with 
Scotch  and  IS^Js^ish  lAfantry.  Tho  men 
are  silently  awaTtt^  tho  attack.  Not 
a  rifle  la  being  fired.  The  trenchfM  arc 
the  (jormans'  goal;  tlieso  and  thu  Brit- 
ish battterle^  once  taken,  the  road  Into 
Ypres   la  clear. 

"Flehind  me  there  is  the  thunder  of 
iioofs.  Three  more  lOngllsii  batterie~s' 
ar«r  joining  us.  The  horses  '.'<rc  iiu- 
hitclied  and  the  caissons  unlinih«»roii, 
and  live  minutes  have  not  clapscrl  be- 
fore Ihe  newcomers  have  begun  firing, 
twenty-four  mouths  now  belching 
flames  and  steel. 

"In  tho  valley  the  (Jcrmans  liaM.  The 
rtlnge.  Is  onl.v  1,500  yards  now,  aud 
ev.erj'  .shot  is  ♦telling.  Tlie  effects  a.-ii 
aprialling.  The  grey  masses  move  b-i- 
w.-ird  once  more,  seeui  to  lii-sitate,  hut 
fsharp  bugle  blasts  launch  th.^m  lor- 
ward  again,  and  on  thf'  run  they  come 
for   the   trcnclK.'s. 

"At  J. 000  yards  our  batteries  again 
Slop  them.  Firing  twenty-four  shells 
R  minute  at  that  distance,  whole*  rows 
are  mowed  down,  vast  spaces  appearing 
between  tile  rank.s.  The  cnmpfi'^ir«  in- 
termingle, then  the  regiments  IIumu- 
Kclve.s  si'cm  to  amalgamate  s.iil  inelt 
Into  oiic  another,  .(t/ficcrs  aru  »ern  g.-'l- 
loping  ailing  the  sides,  t'Vidently  trying 
to   bring   order  out   of  chaos. 

"The  artillerymen  work  silently,  the 
perspiration  streaming  down  thoir 
cheeks,  and  continue  .sen.ling  .mi  their 
messages   of   death. 

"The  Second  Regiment  of  the  Guard 
alone,  olT  to  the  right.  seems  iin- 
toMihed,  an.l  on  It  comes.  Suddenly  the 
sound  of  a  hornpipe  is  heard.  The  Scots 
ai'c  awake.  From  the  trenches  an 
avalanche  ruahea  forward  towards  the 
dfsorOered  Germans. 

"At  the  double  quick  Scots  and  l-^.ig. 
Hull,  n  few  feet  apart,  yelllnK  like 
demons,  pdunce  on  the  attackers,  nillei 
are  silent.  It  !■  cold  ateel  alone.  Our 
battery  oapt«ln«  cry  'Stop  firing.'  Tliere 
in  a  rtek  of  ahellinc  our  own  men  now 
>Ve   become   apactatori*.

"Listen!  Over  the  valley,  rising 
Icuder  and  still  louder,  conu's  a  song 
which  the  Germans  have  hearil  hefiire. 
A  crash  of  brass,  a  hoarse  roar  Hils  the 
air,  echoing  across  the  valley,  Irownlng 
the  shoniis  and  curacs  of  ili.'  liuniaii 
wave     il.ifli!ing     below. 

•'The  .Marseillaise — llie  KiigU.^li  and 
Scots  have  heard  it.  'Hold  tight,  tho 
French  are  coming,'  we  .scream.  Tbey 
cannot  hear  us,  but  wi-  must  shout — 
the   strain   Is    too   lnten."<e. 

"I^ast  our  batteries  a  company  of 
Spahif;  ruslies  Uko  a  cyckne.  Two  more 
follow,  then  the  Zouaves.  RUIes  close 
to  their  hip.s,  bayonets  low,  tJiiowlng 
out  over  the  valley  its  glorious  anthem, 
the  hnmiin  flood  crashes  against  the^ 
guard. 

"The  lines  waver  in  an  Indescribable 
jumble,  of  grey,  yellow,  blue  and  red 
uniforms,  then  seem'  to  bounce  back 
from  the  '.cry  force  of  the  shock.  Men 
apiieared.  raised  from  their  feet  and 
raised   high    In   the  air. 

"Caiiglit  1.1  a  vise  between  tiie  British 
and  the  French,  the  Guard  alone  re- 
mains. 'I'en  times  the  shattered  rem- 
nants of  the  Kaiser's  proud  regiment 
charged,  and  ten  times  was  thrown 
buck,  ilrstvagainst  the  French  and  then 
against  tho  British.  Crying  "Comrades, 
comrades,'  hundreds  began  throwing 
their   guns   aside. 

"At  2  o'clock  it  WR8  over.  The  Allies 
had  lost  1,200  men.  Only  300  prison- 
ers remained  of  the  Second  Prussian 
Regiment  of   the   Guard. 

"Far  over  the  plain  ooVjCred  ■With 
dead,  at  the  end  of  the  valley,  a  few 
straggling  bands  of  Bavarians  fled  un- 
pursued.  while  gathered  artjund  thn  bat- 
teries on  the  crest  of  the  hill,  under  a 
fine  rain  which  began  falling,  the 
Zouave  band  played  God  Save  the  King.' 
which   was  also  a  Kymn  of  deliverance."

ALLIES  HAMMERING 

AT  GERMAN  LINE 


Defeat  of  Austrians  Has  De- 
cided Effect  on  Situation  in 
Poland — Combat  of  Heavy 
Artillery  Proceeds. 


LONDON,  Dec.  30.— Since  the  Rus- 
sian defeat  of  the  Austrians  In  Gallcla, 
which,  while  not  Irreparable,  is  likely 
to  have  a  uiarkud  effect  on  tlie  whole 
.Vustro-Qermau  campaign  In  the  East, 
there  has  been  no  Important  develop- 
ment on  either  front.  The  Allies, 
though  making  •  no  dramatic  attacks  on 
the  German  line,  are  still  steadily  ham- 
mering away  with  their  artillery,  and, 
when  occasion  arises,  push  their  line  a 
few    yards    forward.

FubUo  Opinion  la  Tranca  la  Bafard  to 
Xapld  Bndlng  Has  Chaagad — Pre- 
pared for  Spring  Campaign 


I'ARls,  lit-..  ;',o,— .y  very  significant 
change  has  comi?  ever  public  opinion  In 
France  a-  to  the  probahU-  duration  of 
the  war.  Less  than  two  months  ago  It 
was  unwise  to  hint  at  a  Spring  cam- 
paign. Now  It  Is  recogni-^ed  on  every 
hand    as    inevitable. 

Two  things  have  oO/itrlhuted  to  waken 
iHihlic  feeling.  The  first  is  the  vast 
number  of  r,'serves  Goriuany  la  organiz- 
ing to  push  forward  Into  the  fighting 
line  when  the  weather  improves.  The 
stec-ond  Is  the  remarkable  canipaign 
Which  M.  PJchon,  former  Foreign  Min- 
ister, waged  for  a  timo  almost  single- 
liandfd  ill  favor  of  au  active  .lapanesu 
Intervention  ou  the  continent  of  i'lurope. 

Perhaps  a  tlilrd  consideration  cntiu-s 
into  the  new  calculatlan.s — tljo_.  detac- 
nilned  resistance  of  tlie  ontrcnohed  Qer- 
nians  opposed  to  tho  Allies. 

Hopes  of  seeing  .Russians  entering 
Derllu  by  tho  end  of.  the  year  have  not 
been  justified.  In  fact,  tho  land  cani- 
palgjiT  on  both  fronts  Is  behind  the 
schedule  that  French  optimists  formed 
after  the  battle  of   tho  Marno.'' 

Still  it  Is  well  ahead  on  tho  'We.'jtern 
side,  at  least  of  what  anyone  with 
military  knowledge  could  have  anticipat- 
ed during  tho  early  weeks  of  August.

Report  of  French  War  Office

I'ARIS,  Dec.  30.— The  following  offi- 
cial communication  was  Issiicd  by  the

"Tliere  are  no  important  changes  to 
report  beyorid  the  bombardments  in  the 
region  of  .\rraa  and  on  the  heights  of 
the  .Mouse,  and  progress  in  Champagne', 
which  acems  to  have  been  quite  pro- 
nounced.

The  ftfternoon   statement  follows:

Georges  to  a  violent  bombardment.  This 
is  the  position  we  are  puttlngjn  a  state 
of  defeiice.

W  A.^IIKVOTOX.  D-..-.  30.— Thero  if  no 
d.'rpo.s'itloii  on  the  part  of  Germany  to 
hurry  its  reiiuefit  for  the  cancell,^tion 
or  cxffiuaturK  hehl  hy  neutral  consuls 
li  Belgian  territoiy  under  tfernian 
military  rule,  according  to  State  De- 
portment officials.  The  German  nota

Jt  i.s  generally  understood  that  the 
I'rdted  States  will  avoW  any  action 
which  might  be  considered  a  political 
rt  cognition  of  the  German  po88«;S8lon 
of  Belgium.

The  first  bomb  fell  on  'this  fortifica- 
tions, two  more  near  the  railway 
station  and  many  others  in  different 
parts  of  the  town.

AVe  were  '  wallclng 
with  our  wood  In  the  bright  moonlight, 
but  not  a  shot  was  fired  at  us  all  the 
tjnie. 

"Next  day  would"  have  made  a  good 
cliapter  In  Dlcltcns"  ChrlfJtraas  Carols.

They  weie  most  cordially  re- 
ceived, had  e  good  feed,  washed  down  by 
a  bit  of  Llebfraumllch,  and  were  sent 
back  with  packets  of  Christmas  cards, 
i|ullo  sentimental,  wreaths  of  mistletoe 
and  holly  for  di.stributlon  among  their 
fellow.s.  Later  in  tho  day  the  Germans 
returned  the  compliment  and  sent  a 
couple  of  gally-caparisoncd  heralds,  ap- 
parently landHturm  men,  acro.ss  to  tho 
other  evergreen  embowered  dugout  of 
the  Brltlslu  An  extra-officious  ser- 
geant promptly  arrested  them  on  their 
appearance  within  the  lines,  and  sent 
tliom  down  to  tho  darkest  corner  of  his 
trench.

That  was  a  week  ago,  and 
tbe  dispatches  since  that  time  have 
contained  nothing  to  Indicate  that  there 
has  been  any  unfavorable  change. 
Bpeaklng    of    the    general    situation,    the 


snmmar>-  says  the  Allies  have  made 
themselves  masters  of  several  Import- 
ant "positions  of  support."  This  bears 
out    the    idea    that    we    have    souisht    to 


convey  In  respect  to  the  minor  suc- 
cesses reported  from  day  to  day.  la 
themselves  they  appear  almost  insig- 
nificant, but  when  they  can  be  correlat- 
ed,  tliey  are  seep  J.  to  mean  very  much. 

1'he  tactics  of  the  Allies  seem  to  be 
to  force  the  enemy  back  so  &n  to  drive 
him  out  of  his  chosen  position,  before 
attemptlnir  a  general  drive.  The  time 
of  the  year  Is  not  favorable  to  a  gen- 
eial  advance,  and  wo  do  not  look  lor 
one  for  some  lime  yet.  When  the  Allies 
i.<;gin  their  hoped-for  advance,  they  will 
naturally  deHlre  to  do  so  under  the  mo.-jt 
favorable  conditions  possible,  aiwl  they 
d(.    not  "exist  at   this  time  of  year. 

A  dispatch  of  yesterday  morning  said 
tl>ereL  was  no  a«ubt  that  tlio  Geimans 
were  evacuating  Koulers,  a  statement 
hardly  consistent  with  another  to  the 
elfect  that  they  seem  to  have  brought 
uu  reinforcements.  As  the  sltoatio-i 
appear.?  from  the  dispatches,  the  enemy 
is  cert'ilnly  in  no  better  position  to  at- 
tempt an  advance  In  the  ■V^'e^ft  than  he 
was  three  months  ago,  but  rather  in  a 
much  worse  one,  while  the  Allies  are 
.stronger  than  ev«r,  and  haVe  "bjr'  m 
means  reached  the  end  of  their  re- 
sources. We  a.-e  .unable  to  see  any 
reason  for  supposing  tha.t  the  Germans 
can  achleve:|Uny  important  successes  in 
the  West.      .    '■[  . 

Jn  Poland  and  Gallcla  the  Itusslans 
at  present  secnt  to  have  the  better  of 
Uifir  eaeinlfa.  The  complete  nature  of 
tht!  Au«trian  defeat  is  reassefted,  and 
there  has  been  no  denial.  General  von 
lilndenburg;  appears  to  have  failed  in 
his  advaijoe'  op  Wareaw,  and  to  be  in 
danger  of  being  compelled  to  retreat, 
•i  he  purposes  of  Russia  will  be  served 
very  well  If  he  remains  along  the  Bnura 
JKlver.  If  he  ean  be  held  there  until 
they  make  an  end  of  driving  the  Aus- 
trians  out  of  Gallcla,  the  Grand  Duke 
will  have  shown  himself  a  strategist  of 
tho   highest   onlor. 

The  year  seems  likely  to  close  with 
tho  Germans  on  the  defensive  every- 
where, and  tho  Austrlans  ende^.voring 
to  recover  from  nn  appalling  defeat. 
One  finds  It  difficult  to  imagine  that 
prrh  a  .state  of  tb::iu::  can  long  eon- 
tinui-.

"In  lime  of  poaco  prepare  fur  war" 
is  a  very  old  maxim,  and  doubtless  was, 
as  things  have  been,  a  very  wise  one. 
Wo  hope  after  tlic  prcwent  struggle  iB 
over  it  Will  not  bo  riecessary  to  con- 
tinue war  preparations  indefinitely,  but 
that  c4n  at  the  present  time  be  only  a 
hope.  We  .suffge.it  a  new  maxim  of  Im- 
mediate and  local  interest:  "In  tlm» 
of  war  prepare  for  peace."  Tho  way  to 
prepare  for  peace,  that  is  to  prepare  for 
the  conditions  which  peace  will  hrlhg, 
iH  'not  to  go  round  with  long  faces  and 
preach  in  tlie  words  of  tho  Immorla'. 
Mr.  Mantalini  that  "everything  is  go- 
ing to  the  demnltlon  bow-wows,"'  but 
decide  What  can  be  done  to  inaugurate 
a  prosperous  movement  now,  so  tliat 
things  will  proceed  satisfactorily  when 
the  war  ends.  Kveryone  says  there  will 
be  good  times  after  the  war,  but  only 
those  Inoalltica  will  experienca  them 
which  have  made  themselves  re«dy  to 
take  advantage  of  the  new  conditions 
which  win  then  arise.  It  Is  historically 
correct  that  nations  have  laid  the  foun- 
dation* of  great  prosperity  during  war, 
and  for  the  reason  that  war  threw  them 
upon  their  own  resources,  and  com- 
p«ll«d  th«m  to  utilise  their  own  energy, 
their  own  capital  and  their  own  natural 
rMourcM  for  their  own  uau.

Wlay  in  this  ciiyf  We  have  (n  aBlD4 
something  that  would  employ  only  a 
<ew  people,  but  Might  be  developed  Into 
something  extenaire  la  time.  A  busl> 
ness  of  this  kind  would  not  have  to 
look  for  capital  outside  of  tho  com- 
munity. A  very  small  sum  of  money 
might  launch  something  that  Wuuld 
grow  to  great  magnitude.  We  may  be 
asked  why.  If  this  Is  so,  Some  person 
does  not  make  a  start  In  something,  of 
the  kind.  The  ariswer  Is  that,  as  a  rule, 
the  peopiii  who  have  ideas  that  can  be 
put  to  practical  use  In  a  productive  way 
usually  have  no  capital  that  they  can 
put  into  a  business.  There  is  plenty 
of  capital  in  ^■U•toria  ,to  start  a  number 
of  large  businesses,  and  Of  course  a 
yet  greater  number  of  amiH)  ones.  The 
difficuliy  is  to  got  those  who  have  the 
money  to  use  it  In  this  way.  When  a 
mining  boom  strikes  th«  country  or  an 
oil  boom  or  something  of  that  kind,  a 
lot  of  Victoria  money  is  ready  to  take 
a  chance  at  it.  Usually  it  is  lost,  and 
usually  the  loser  knows  that  he  lius  at 
least  an  oven  chance  of  losing  it.  But 
go  to  the  same  man  and  ask  liini  to 
put  Lip  a  few  lnindre<1  dollars  to  start  a 
small  industrial  entorprl.TC,  and  he 
wants  to  be  assured  that  a  profit  Is  cer- 
tain beyond  the  realm  of  conjecture, 
and  after  this  has  been  demonstrated 
he  is  likely  to  say  something  to  the 
effect  that  he  does  not  know  jv^ythlng 
about  th8  business  and  will  keep  his 
money  for  something  else.  Then  some 
smooth  person  comes  along  with  a  talo 
about  a  townaite  In  Nova  ZemWla  or 
an  oil  well  in  Tlerra  del  Fuego,  and 
walks  out  of  town  with  a  snu.g  little 
sum  of^money.  If  all  the  nioney  that 
has  beeh  lOMt  by  people  of  this  com- 
munity In  fly-by-nlght  speculations 
had  been  invested  In  industrial  under- 
takings, we  would  .not  be  sending  away 
so  much  to  buy  the  necessaries  of  life, 
and  if  any  of  it  had  been  lost  it  would 
have  been  lost  here,  where  the  losers 
wuuld  liavo  some  kind  of  uliancB  of  get- 
ting  It  back  again.

It  has  boon  de- 
Kmilned  that  4,500  "calories"  art-  need- 
ed to  keep  a  man  at  his  best  with  "hard 
service''  each  day,  tho  measure  of  "hard 
service'  being  a  20-miIc  march.  The 
atjove  ration  provides  5,000  calorlcB.  It 
Is  Interesting  to  know  that  cheese  af- 
fords more  calories  than  meat,  the  re- 
lation being  as  7  to  i.  Mr.  Glbbs  says 
the  French  regard  the  British  as 
"furious    eaters."

War  teaches  many  things.  One  of 
them  is  the  inestimable  value  of 
training  and  discipline,  not  on  the 
battlefield  only,  but  In  everj^  .  prase 
of  life.  Some  time  ago  there  ap- 
peared in  an  American  ma^razlne  a 
story  entitled  "Hell,  Hull  and  Halifax." 
and  it  was  intended  to  .^how  how  men 
could  bo  taken  from  all  grades  of 
society  and  by  training  and  discipline 
be  madointo  the  best  soldiers  In  the 
world.  It  was  a  fine  tribute  to  the 
British  army.  Daily  there  Is  to  be  seen 
abundant  e-v'ideriCe  of  what' Sort  of  men 
are  iho  product  of  the  British  system 
of  training,  a,,  system  that  develops 
splendid  flglitlng  men,  obedient,  faithful 
and  courageous,  and  yet  strong  in  self- 
reliance  and  self-respect.  We  reprint 
d  letter  from  a  non-commissioned  officer 
of  the  Royal  Artillery  Company  ■written 
from  the  trenches  last  November.  It  is 
full  of  food  for  thought.  In  a  homely 
way  it  sets  out  great  truths.  We  shall 
not  Indicate  what  they  are,  bdt  leave 
each  reader  to  draw  his  or  her  own 
conclusions,  only  observing  that  the 
letter  bears  eloquent  testimony  to  tho 
value  of   training  and  self-reliance; 

We  were  relieved  f from  the  trenches) 
about  6:80  p.m.,  and  I  art¥  jrlad  t<j  nay 
all  got  out  (In  bright  moonlight)  without 
a   single    casualty.  j      ..v.ja  .   • 

One  never  takes  off  one's  clothes,  ex- 
cept when,  perhaps,  oncea  fortnight,  one 
can  get  a  wash.  Still,  at  present  I'm 
nuite  clean  and  not  worried  with  un- 
welcome guests — the  state  of  quite  50 
per  cent  of  all  troops. 

It  is  very  curious  to  note  the  dif- 
ferent way  men  adapt  themselves  to 
these  conditions.  The  average  Tommy 
la  splendid:  hi;  ko'ep.s  his  self-respect, 
and  the  moment  he  is  able  cleans  up 
and  looks  like  a  soldier.  In  the  trench 
you  get  filthy,  covered  with  mud,  un- 
shaved,  and  often  under  great  mental 
stress  (we've  been  lucky):  but  ho  rise.s 
to  the  occasion  and  you  feel  proud  lo 
moct  and  know  hini  and  realize  you  arc 
of  thf  snme  stock.  They  are  singularly 
unseltlsh,  and  extend  a  comrttdeship  to 
US  which  is  very  plefisant. 

There   Is    no    doubt    that    method    and 


stead  in  a  situation  like  this.  Mf'thod 
In  getting  up,  sbaiMng,  washing,  putting 
things  uwny  add  to  one'.-i  comfort,  and 
nil  who  .ire  unmethodical  add  to  every- 
one's discomfort. 

AVhatevcr  yon  do,  old  girl,  make  tho 
children  do  things  for  themselves— 
clear  up  rooms,  make  their  own  beds, 
wa.sh  up.  and.  In  fact,  let  them  be  iic- 
eu.stomfd  to  do  nil  the  business  of 
keeping  themsidveH  alive  for  themselves. 
It  !.<»  tragic  sometimes  to  see  our  fel- 
low.s'  helplessness  when  It  comes 
to  making  a  dirty  billet  habitable,  ex- 
pecting It  done  for  them   by  someone. 

Make  them  (tho  children)  hardy  and 
eflf-rell«nt  at  all  costs,  beonuse  they. 
b<Mng  .'Jclf-hclpful,  ran  more  easily  do 
things  for  olherH. 

It  is  training  more  thiin  .inythlng 
else,  because  the  average  Tommy  do^s 
It,  and  he  cOmes  from  a  cla.M.'<  (hut  has 
to   do   It   for  Itself, 

I  wish  I  could  tell  you  morf  of 
things,  but  really  the  one  transcendental 
thing  is  the  conduct  of  the  British 
Tommy.  I  feel  absolutely  proud  to  be 
doinir  the  s-anie  work,  cairying  the  same 
weight  and  shtring  tbe  same  grub  as 
they  do.  They  arc  awfully  nice  with 
IheTpelRlans  and  French  people,  and  be- 
ha\o  like  gentlemrn.  No;  the  Germans 
have  forgotten  the  human  factor,  and 
they  won't  win.  T  hope  I  shall  see  the 
end  of  It;  but  at  any  rate,  I  feel  that 
Germany  cannot  win  now,  and  If  she 
tries  a  raid  she  will  put  the  tin  ltd  on 
herself. 

This  billeting  in  great  fun.  We  ar- 
rived last  night  on  a  countryside,  and 
were  told  to  find  cottages.  44>tiae  of  our 
chapa  slept  In  pigstlea,  and  were  very 
comfy— plenty  of  straw.  Then  each 
little  party  cooks  for  Itself,  and  the 
grub  is  distributed.  All  has  to  be  done 
and  men  looked  after.  That  is  largely 
my  Job.  We  are  now  In  reserve,  and 
are  only  wanted  in  cane  of  heavy  at- 
tack: but  I  don't  think  the  Germans 
have  much  attack  left  In  'em,  though 
we  are  near  wherv:  heavy  fighting  baa 
been,  t..ovely  country  here;  th*  pret- 
tiest we  have  sewn.  All  the  people  a«am 
wonderfully    che4*ry    and   patient. 


It  is  of  interest  Just  now  to  know 
wbat  were  the  vlewH  of  Queen  Victoria 
in  respest  Jo  the  neutrality  of  Belgium. 
Her  Majesty  was  a  groat  lover  of  peace, 
not  peace  at  any  price,  as  some  have 
represented  to  have  been  her  attitude, 
but  ona  whose  influence  was  always 
exercised  to  prevent  ■R-ar.  In  18G2  it 
Was  thought  that  France  had  some  de- 
signs on  Belgium,  and  the  Queen  wrote 
the    following    letter: 

Buckingham   Palace,   Feb.    3,    1852. 
To  tho  King  of  the  Belgians: 

My  dearest  Uncle, — My  warmest 
thanks  for  your  kind  little  letter  of  the 
3';th.  Matters  are  very  critical  and  all 
Van  de  Woyer  has  told  us  n'ost  pas 
ressurant.  With  such  an  extraordinary 
man  as  Louis  Napoleon  one  can  never 
be  for  one  instant  safe.  It  makes  mo 
very  melancholy.  I  love  peace  and 
quiet — In  fact,  I  hate  politics  and  tur- 
nioil  and  I  grieve  to  think  a  spark  may 
plunge  us  Into  tho  midst  of  War.  Still, 
I  think  that  may  bo  avoided.  Any  at- 
tempt on  Belgium  wou'ld  bo  casus  belli 
for  us;  that  you  n.*y  ^-oly  updn.  In- 
vasion 1  am  not  afraid  ot^  but  the  spirit 
of  the  people  here  Is  very  great — they 
arc  full  of  defending  themselves,  and 
the  spirit  of  the  olden  times  is  In  no 
way  quenched. 

The  value  of  this  letter  is  In  the  fact 
that  this  great  and  wise  Queen  recog- 
nized the  responsibility  resting  upon  tho 
fnited  Kingdom  In  respect  to  Belgium, 
liightejn  years  Inter  her  Ministers  in- 
quired of  the  Prussian  Ministry  If,  In 
the  war  then  imminent  between  Prussia 
and  France,  the  neutrality  of  Belgium 
would  be  respected.  Bismarck,  in  his 
reply,  .simply  referred  to  the  treaty,  and 
added  that  in  vIeW  Of  It  tho  question 
was  unnecessary.  France's  reply  to  the 
same  question  was  a  positive  and  un- 
qualified declaration  that  the  treaty 
would  be  observed.  For  seventy-eight 
yeni'a  the  neutrality  of  Belgium  was  re- 
garded as  a  factor  in  international  rela- 
tions different  In  kind  but  not  in  de- 
gree from  tiio  Alps  Or  the  Carpathians. 
It  was  only  when  Kalserlam  decided  to 
run   amuck   that  It   was   disregarded.

A  few  weeks  ago  a  London  Press 
Bureau  dispatch  announced  that  the 
AuatralU'n  and  New  Zealand  contin- 
gents bad  disembarked  in  Kgypt.  Their 
pre8en:.i  there  was  to  complete  their 
trainlui;  cmd  to  assist  In  the  defence 
01  the  country  Iji  case  of  Turkish 
agsrcjidi'in.  The  llrsl  con'.lngant  of 
Auetr.iMa's  Kxpcdltlonary  I'^orce  con- 
sisted r:;  19,779  personnel,  with  7,177 
horses  and  70  guns.  Kacli  of  the  Htates 
of  the  Commonwealth  contributed  to 
the  force.  Until  Turkey's  aspirations 
In  the  VUinity  of  the  Slnal  I'enlnsula 
are  disposed  of  this  force  will  prob- 
ably r.-'rnam  in  Egypt.  Thero  are  also 
Indian  and  Bi'ltlsh  Territorial  troops 
there  us  well  -as  the  native  Kgyplian 
Army,  so  that  in  round  numbers  tho 
army  dc-fending  Egypt  oannot  be  far 
short  of  SC.OOO  men.  The  New  Zealand 
contingent'B  strength  la  unknown.  It 
may  be  10.000  or  rath&r  Joss.  The 
troops  ielt  New  Zealand,  on  October  15 
and  not  a  line  about  their  departure 
appeared  in  print  in  the  newspapers  of 
that  country. 

In  addition  to  those  continEonta  both 
Australia  and  New  Zealand  iiave  used 
their  troops  lo  occupy  the  German  pos- 
scseions  in  the  South  Pacific  that  have 
bren  captured.  There  are  Ausirulian  and 
New  Zealond  troops  In  England  com- 
pleting their  final  training  before  be- 
ing dispatched  to  France,  but  what 
their  strength  or  composition  are  is 
unknown.  In  tho  Lord  Mayor's  pro- 
cesalon  on  November  9  Australasia  Was 
represented.  At  present  Australia  Is 
training  her  third  contingent,  approxi- 
mately on  army  divlelon.  It  may  have 
sailed  '<y  this  time,  for  no  ojuntry  has 
maintained  a  stricter  censorship  since 
the  outbreak  of  the  war  than  the  Com- 
inonwedUh.  The  system  of  military 
tralnln'^  in  vogue  In  AuslrallB  makes 
11  a  comparatively  simple  matter  to 
assemble  contingents  for  overseas  ser- 
vice. 


General  von  Hinder  burg  has  a,  sense 
of  'ii'mnp.  Lately  he  received  a  letter 
of  advice  from  a  correspondent,  who 
told  him  that  by  following  a  certain 
bank  of  a  certain  river  he  would  reach 
Petrograd.  Tho  general  replied  that  he 
would  be  happy  to  act  on  the  advice 
if  his  correspondent  would  secure  from 
the  Itussians  a  gearantee  that  they 
would  stay  on  tM  other  side  of  tho 
river.

A  rancher  in  this  district  raised  sev- 
eral tons  of  excellent  cabbage  last  sea- 
son, anil,  wishing  lo  dispose  of  what  be 
did  not  need,  he  wrote  to  wholesalers 
ill  Vlctorl.-t  for  tinotatloiis;  tbu  best 
prico  quofeO  was  '.ic  per  lb,,  or  |10  per 
ton;  the  freight  from  lier%»wr  thl.s  prod- 
uct is  ?1I  per  ton,  so  the  producer 
would  have  the  glory  of  producing  the 
c:oii  and  paying  for  tjie  privilege.  At 
tbe  same  time,  tho  whole.sulers  were 
selling  cabbage  at  I'.^o  per  lb.,  or  liiij 
V-or  ton,  which  .shows  tho  Insignlflcunt 
profit   of   200    per  cent. 

Kven  worse  tlian  the  above  was  tho 
same  man's  experience  ■with  two  crates 
of  cauliflower,  which  he  shipped  to  u 
wholesaler  In  Victoria  without  getting 
quotations.  After  waiting  three  months 
for  returns,  he  got  a  dehli  necoulit  from 
the  wholesaler  for  13.80  freight.  In 
this  CISC,  the  producer  wa.s  out,  at  tho 
very  ba.st.  %'i  by  the  transaction.  At 
this  time,  cauliflower  locally  was  worth 
l-Hc  per  head  wholesale,  only  the  mar- 
l;cL  is  somewhat  limited.

—  Would  you  oblige  me  by  niakioK 
loom  in  your  paper  for  the  following 
lines.  I  was  one  of  the  men  engaged  in 
rond-making  and  tree-planting  in  Strath- 
cona  Park  tbl.y  Fall,  and  It  has  sur- 
prised nie  to  see  that  objection  bus  been 
ra.Kcd  against  this  work  by  people  who 
apinirently  have  not  been  there,  and 
who,  seemingly,  know  very  little  of  the 
character  of  the  countrj-.  That  this 
park  will  be  an  attraction  for  lourldtH 
I  think  hII  parties  agree,  and  also  that 
good  roads  and  trails  to  it  and  in  it  are 
accordingly  nece.ssary.  As  to  the  park 
Uself,  I,  too,  like  others,  think  that  It 
should  be  as  much  as  possible  as  nature 
made  It,  but  as  It  Is  necessary  to  make 
It  accessible  by  good  trails  and  roads 
so  it  will  be  equally  necessary  to  add 
to  its  beauty  by  covering  up  ravages  of 
forest  fires  and  windfalls.  There  are, 
here  and  there,  open  spaces  of  sandy, 
rotky  lond,  and  no  one  who  has  seen 
tb»Mn  would  call  the  conversion  of  a 
piece  of  barren,  rocky  land,  with  a  few 
detd  trees,  charred  by  fire,  to  a  fine 
grove  of  leaf-bearing  trees,  whore  scat- 
tered broom,  dogwood,  and  Ivy  coyer  up 
the  unsightly  remains  of  decayed 
stumps  anything  but  an  Improvement, 
cxen  if  some  of  the  trees  .<ihould  be  of 
foreign  origin.  Also,  in  tho  boat  of 
Summer,  those  motoring  along  the  road 
will  bo  sure  to  appreciate  the  shade  of 
the  trees  planted  there.  The  statellness 
ol  the  evergreen  forest  would  be  fur- 
ther enhanced  by  the  touch  of  the  deli- 
cate, graceful  beauty  of  the  leaf-bearing 
trees.  The  trees  planted  are:  Kim  (Ulmua 
montana);  mountain  ash  (Borbus  au.* 
cuparia);  planetroe  (Plantariue  occlden* 
tails):  aah  (Praximus  excelsior);  and 
chestnut  (Castanea  vesca) — nil  hardy 
antl  very  decorative  treca  Would  It 
not  be  worth  trying,  on  thaae  open 
places,  to  scatter^  in  Fall,  acorns  of  the 
natl<r«  oak,  which  adds  so  much  to  the 
oKarm  of  Victoria's  surroundings.  They 
cAuld  easily  b«  gathered  around  Vlo« 
tccia.  When  the  trees  grow  up,  their 
acorns  will  help  providing  food  foi 
game,   such   as   deer   and  pheasants.

Tomorrow  tne  new  fire  Insurance 
rates  promulgated  by  the  Vancouver 
Island  Board  of  Fire  Underwriters  will 
come  into  effect.  .Vftcr  -soniii  four 
months  of  work,  inclirding  an  expert  In- 
vestigation of  the  city  .system  of  lire 
protection,  an  examination  of  -wch 
separate  risk  and  the  re-rating  thereof, 
the  schedule  ot  rates  has  been  definitely 
decided  upon,  and,  with  the  advent  of  the 
Kcw  Year,  will  become  effective,  <rho 
schedule  covers  what  are  technically 
known  as  the  mercantile  risks  and  for 
the  purposes  of  the  readjustment  the 
city  was  divided  into  two  areas,  one  be- 
ing tliat  served  by  the  salt  water,  high 
pressure  system;  the  other  the  area 
outside  that  section  and  within  th« 
city  limits. 

The  present  rc-ratlng  will  be  tho  ilrsi 
merits.  In  abont  1  per  cent  of  the 
cases  an  increase  will  actually  bo  made, 
but  the  general  average  reduction  in 
existing  rates  is  expected  to  be  ap- 
proximately frotn    15   to   18  per   cent. 

The  present  rtTatlng  will  be  the  flrat 
to  be  undertaken  in  the  past  eight  or 
ten  years  and  was  decided  upon  by  the 
Underwriters  AsBociation  following  th« 
jlemtind  by  the  City  Council  in  June 
last  for  a  50  per  cent  cut  In  existing 
rates.  That  a  reduction  to  that  extent 
would  be  forthcoming,  even  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  hardly  expectetl.  but 
it  was  thought  that  a  substantial  cut 
should  be  made  in  view  of  the  heavy 
expenditures  which  the  city  has  made 
improving    the    water    works    system 


in 
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and  tire  department,  installation  of  the 
higli  pressure  system,  improved  streets, 
more  stringent  bivlldlng  regulations, 
etc.  This  outlay  on  the  part  of  the 
city  amounted.  In  tho  past  five  years, 
to  a  very  large  sum.  Considerable  itn- 
patlence  has  been  manifested  by  niem- 
ln'rs  of  llio  Council  and  owners  of 
buildings  at  what  tlicy  considered  the 
delay  In  the  establishment  of  lower 
rates.  Insurance  men  point  'out  that 
an  inspection  as  thorough  as  that  made 
by  the  experts  took  time  and  when  It 
was  completed  the  whole  area  had  to 
be  gone  over  and  each  risk  Individually 
Inspected  and  rated.  For  the  past  two 
or  three  months  this  re-rating  has  been 
in  progress  and  extra  assistance  had  to 
be  secured  to  bring  the  records  of  tho 
association  up  to  date  In  line  with  th« 
new  order  of  affairs.  This  work  was 
only  recently  completed.  The  rate 
schedule  will  be  Immediately  Issued.

The  manner  In  which  tho  revision  has 
been  made  by  the  Individual  rating  of 
the  buildings  precluded  anything  in  the 
nature  of  a  genera)  cut.  f'ome  premises 
have  been  found  to  have  changed  occu- 
pancy and  the  Class  of  buniness  carried 
on  now  la  of  a  more  hazardous  char- 
acter than  when  the  last  rating  wan 
done.  It  is  In  these  cases  that  tho 
rates  will  be  increased  rather  than  de- 
creased, but  they  comprise  approximate- 
ly only  1  per  cent  of  the  total.  In 
other  cases  no  change  will  be  made. 
In  those  cases  where  reduction  will  tje 
made,  the  cut  ranges  from  10  to  2B 
per  cent,  but  the  'general  average  will 
be  about  18  per  cent  Naturally  the 
risks  within  the  district  served  by  the 
salt  water,  high  pressure  system,  are 
given  the  greater  Increase. 

In  the  compilation  of  the  new  rates 
ttve  efficiency  of  the  fire  department 
counted  for  much.  The  City  Counetl 
recently  promised  that  this  efficiency 
would  be  Increased  by  improrementa 
to  the  high  presaure  plant  and  the  in* 
stallatlon  of  a  more  adeqttstA  alarm 
system   at  Ore   haadqiukrtara.

INDIANS^  VICTOfiY

lant  righting  and  Tlctory  in  Mam- 

mory  of  Xiord  mobarta 


An  officer  who  has  arrived  In  London 
from  the  front  tells  a  striking  story  of 
a  victory  achieved  quite  recently  by 
the  Indian  troops.  It  appears. that  ever 
since  the  dtiath  of  Lord  Roberts  tho 
indluns  have  been  begging,  through 
their  officers,  to  have  an  opportunity  of 
inflicting  a  defeat  upon  the  Germans 
In  honor  of  his  memory.  Since  the  death 
of  one  of  whom  they  still  speak  as 
their  "father"  it  has  been  a  difficulty 
Indeed  to  keep  them  in  the  trenches, 
many  of  them  climbing  out  and  en- 
deavoring to  crawl  towards  the  enemy's 
lines. 

On  Monday  last  they  were  shelled 
out  of  a  certain  position,  and  they  were 
then  told  that  the  best  way  In  which 
they  could  honor  Lord  Roberts's  mem- 
ory would  be  to  retake  the  lost  ground, 
Tliey  swore  to  do  so,  as  long  as  one  of 
them  should  bo  left  alive. 

The  Indians  advanced  under  cover  of 
darkness  in  dead  silence,  and  no  sus- 
picion was  awakened  among  the  Ger- 
mans. Then  there  came  the  cry  of  an 
owl,  and  suddenly  the  Germans,  among 
whom  were  some  of  the  Kaiser's  best 
troops,  found  swarthy  eri«mles  swarm- 
ing into   their  trenches. 

Shriekon  witli  terror,  they  offered  no 
great  resistance.  They  endeavored  to 
fly,  but  few  escaped  from  the  Asiatic 
fury,  the  majority  failing  victims  to  the 
Indians'  bayonets.  So  far  as  the  re- 
mainder were  concerned.  It  was  an  utter 
rout.  Such  Germans  as  were  taken 
prisoners  seem  In  some  cases  to  have 
actually  gone  on  their  kneers  and 
begged,  for   mercy. 

The  (ierman  artillery  eventually  be- 
gan to  shell  the  battle  ground,  but  the 
Indiann  paid  no  heed. 

When  thb  lr>t.t  trenches  had  finally 
been  reocoupled,  the  Indians  asked 
their  utbcers,  "Ho  you  think,  if  our 
'father'  had  l)een  here,  he  would  have 
been  pieaxed  with  us?"  "You  ht.vo  prov- 
e<l  your«eives  worthy  of  him,"  was  the 
reply.  ,

Cut  in  Every  Salary — Lower 
Wages  for  Outside   Work. 


The  advisablUly  of  a  general  cut  in 
HaUirica  of  the  permanent  Btatf  of  the 
city  dt'Dartmonts  wUI  be  put  aquarftly 
bttore  tha  City  CounoU  at  Its  meetlug 
on  Monday,  by-  Alderman  Todd.  The 
t«tlniu,t«3  for  next  year  will  then  be 
I'urthor  considered.  Alderman  Todd  Is 
determined  that  the  cut  etuil'  be  made, 
and  yesterday  he  jrave  notice  of  motion 
ot  a  rfesoUUlon  whkli  he  will  aubmlt  at 
rtxt  Monday's  meetlnjif.  HIh  notlc.e 
scl.s  forth  ihu  e.\tent  to  whioh  ho  bc- 
Uo\'es  thi;  salary  llwt  uhuuld  bo  pruned. 
If  hl.s  BUggostion  is  adopted,  every 
Htdniy  win  coine  down.  Rven  the  indi- 
vidual drawlnjf  |50  or  less  per  month 
r-.iist  see  hU  small  remuneration  ru- 
duccd. 

The  scale  which  AlJornian  Todd  .-sug- 
Rcst.s  Is  as  follows;  On  all  salaries  of 
150  and  under,  a  reduction  of  6  per 
cent.;  over  |60  and  up  to  $100,  10  per 
cent;  over  1100  and  up  to  ?1.B0,  T.;Vi 
P(.T  cent;  over  |K«0  and  up  to  J200,  IB 
per  cent;  over  $200  and  up  to  $250,  17 '.i 
per  cent;  over  |250  and  ui^  to  $300,  20 
per  cent;   over   ?300.   25  per  cent. 

In  addition  to  the  inside  staff,  the 
outaidc  workmen  would,  under  Alder- 
man Todd'B  suggosUon,  suffer  a  reduc- 
tion. The  ajderman  proposes  tliat  for 
out-door  lator,  where  the  dally  wage 
Is  now  $3,  the  £C=ic  sJ:a.U  be  $2.70  per 
day,  and  tiiat  all  outdoor  wages  be  re- 
duced in  llito  proportion.

Whether  this  reduction,  if  made, 
woul^  applj'  to  the  police  and  fire  de- 
partments is  uncertain.  Tliic  Council 
has  no  direct  authority  over  the  police 
expcndlture.s,  and  ha.s  already  cut  off 
the  automatic  increases  for  both  de- 
partments 

In  connection  u-lth  the  fire  depart- 
n-ent.  Alderman  Todd  Is  not  satisfied 
with  the  action  of  the  Council  at  its 
recent  meetlnj;,  in  refusinij  to  revert  to 
tlio  previous  system  of  allowing-  the 
nien  one  day  off  in  seven  instead  cf  one 
day  in  six,  as  at  present.  At  Monday's 
meetlnjf  he  will  move  that  the  present 
system  be  done  away  with  and  the  one 
day  in  seven  re-established.  This,  he 
ciairns,  will  permit  of  the  dismissal  of 
seven  men,  and  result  in  a  saving  of 
approximately  |6, 300  per  year. 
»eU«f   Work! 

A'  further  reduction  !n  outlay  is  aimed 
at  by  Alderman  Todrl  in  a  notice  of 
motion  of  a  resolution  he  will  suhmlt 
at  the  next  meetlnif.  It  is  to  the  effect 
that  local  improvement  works  wlilch 
might  be  early  undertaken  next  year  In 
paving  and  sidewalks  be  done  as  relief 
works  at  a.  wage  of  %'i  per  day.  At  the 
same  time  these  works  wouiil  furnish 
work  for  the  unemployed.  The  resolu- 
tion win  be  in  the  following  Leruis. 
"That,  with  a  view  to  endeavoring  to 
provide  i.-mpioyment  on  paving  work  and 
permanent  ^Idowaik.s  early  in  the  New 
Vcar  for  some  of  the  unemployed,  that 
this  <;ouncil  recommends  to  the  Incom- 
ing Council  that  all  paving  and  ptrman- 
ent  sidewalk  work,  the  petitions  for 
which  are  received  not  later  than  the 
enii  of  February,  shall  be  done  as  relief 
v.-ork,  at  a  wage  of  ?2  per  day.  This 
recommendation,  however,  being  condi- 
tional upon  the  cement  and  gravel  com- 
panies co-operating  and  continuing  to 
provide  materials  for  these  particular 
works  at  relief  prices  and  that  the 
Mayor  be  Tequestcd  to  con.Mult  with 
them    upon    this   point." 

This  resolution  also  providt-.s  for  an 
advertisement  calling  upon  the  rate- 
payers to  put  in  petitlon.s  as  ahovc.  not 
later  than  February  28  next,  and  the 
city  comrd:  oiler  to  report  to  the  Incom- 
ang  Council  as  to  the  likelihood  of  the 
city  being  able  lo  finance  work  cost- 
ing approximately  |1&0,000.  If  the 
worhjj  are  proceeded  with,  it  la  suggest- 
ed that  prefePJWiC*.  bo"  given  to  married 
ii'.en. 

Motor  ExpeadltnTsB 

Still  another  resolution  having  foi'  Us 
object  greater  economy  will  lie  fathered 
by  Alderman  Todd,  who  will  ask  for  a 
return  from  various  departments  set- 
ting forth  the  number  of  motor 
vehicles  used  by  the  city,  the  make, 
condition,  capacity,  etc.,  of  each,  the 
work  on  which  each  machine  is  used, 
name  of  chauffeurs  and  amount  of  sal- 
ary paid  to  each,  whether  the  chnul'- 
fcurs  do  other  work  besides  driving,  the 
annual  cost  of  maintenance  of  tlie  cars, 
and  In  whiit  manner  the  machines  cun 
he  marie  to  do  additional  worli  or  be 
Lurtailed  In  number.  The  reHOlutlou 
seta  forth  that  the  majority  of  the 
motor  vehicles  were  purchased  during  a 
time  When  a  great  deal  of  construction 
work  was  In  progress  all  over  the  city, 
but  with  the  cessation  in  work  iind  the 
early  completion  of  the  srwer  and  water 
works  projects,  it  appears  that  some 
economy  might  be  effected  in  this  direc- 
tion. 

Tiiat  the  existing  reg^Jlationa  respect- 
ing building,  wiring,  plumbing,  flro 
limits,  etc,  are  imposing  a  financial 
burden  upon  the  ratepayers,  is  Alder-

IN  SHALLOW  WATER 


Details  of  the  Bottling  of  Ger- 
man Cruiser  on  the  East 
Coast  of  Africa — Exploit  of 
H.  M.  S.  Chatham. 


That  the  Gorman  cruiser  Konigsberg 
1«  effectively  l)ottled  up  In  the  Kelwa 
Rlvor,  German  ICtiet  Africa,  is  estab- 
lished by  a  letter  which  has  been  re- 
ceived by  Mr.  J.  R.  Connorton.  of  Olive 
Street,  "1  ictoria,  from  his  brother-in- 
law,  Mr.  Stanley  Bardo,  of  Zanzibar. 
A  brief  telegraphic  despatch  was  re- 
ceived some  Ume  ago  announcing  the 
fate  of  the  Konigsberg,  but  no  further 
particulars  have  been  received.  Mr. 
Bardo  give;;  dotails  which  make  it  clear 
that  the  vessel  has  been  put  out  of 
commission    for  the   re«it  of  th-3  war. 

Following  are  extracts  from  the  let- 
ter referred  to,  which  Is  dated  Novem- 
ber  11,   on   the  point   in   question: 

"They  have  got  the  Konigsberg  bot- 
tled up  in  the  Kelwa  River.  She  is 
seven  miles  up.  She  has  taken  her 
wireless  iriasts  down  and  has  tlc><l 
branohes  of  coconnuts  on  top<.  of  the 
mastH  lo  make  them  .look  like  coeoanut 
trees.  II.  M,  S.  Chatham  has  found 
her  there,  and  I«  now  keeping  guard  at 
the  mouth  of  the  river.  T'hov  are  go- 
ing to  take  a  collier,  called  the  New- 
bridge (She  has  hundreds  of  tons  of 
the  best  Welsh  coal  aboard)  up  the 
Kelwa  River  and  sink  her  so  that  the 
Konigsberg  cannot  got  out.  Tho  Chat- 
ham sent  a  launch  up  this  river  about 
seven  miles.  She  suddenly  camo  on 
the  Konigsberg  Just  around  a  bend. 
The  Germans  started  firing  at  once, 
and  hit  one  man  on  tho  launch.  The 
Chatham  sent  several  shells  at  the 
Konigsberg   from    a   distance  of    twelve

According  to  some  natives  several 
shells  hit  her.  They  also  struck  a 
mail  steamer  called  the  Somali,  which 
was  full  of  ammunition  apd  store.'!. 
She  caught  Are,  <ind  has  ,been  destroyed. 
A  .shell  also  hit  a  steam  launch  going 
from  tho  Konigsberg  to  the  Somali  and 
sunk   it. 

"November  12 — I  have  Just  got  news 
of  the  Konigsberg.  H,  M.  S.  Chatham 
went  Hack  to  the  Kelwa  River  with 
the  collier.  The  Konigsberg  bad  come 
down  Iri  tho  night  to  the  mouth  of  the 
river,  and  was  anchored  there  Just 
round  a  point.  The  Chatham  bombard- 
ed her  with  6-lnch  guns,  and  the  Kon- 
igsberg went  l>ack  up  the-  river  six 
miles.  The  collier  had  armor  plate  put 
all  around  tho  chart  hou.se  where  all 
her  men  would  be.  They  put  the  Royal 
Naval  lieserve  men  on  her,  and  sent  her 
up  the  river  followed  by  the  Duplex, 
a  smaller  boat,  which  was  to  Xani  the 
men  oft  the  collier  when  they  were 
ready  to  sink  her.  All  the  Tvay  up  the 
river  they  were  fired  on  frcm  both 
banks  ■•vith  3-pound  guns.  The  Duplex 
was  like  a  pepper  box.  The  armor 
plate«  I'.aved  the  naval  men.  They  got 
the  collier  up  to  the  narrowest  part  of 
the  river,  and  left  for[  the  Duplex.  A 
hole  was  blown  In  the  collier  by 
means  of  an  electric  wire,  and  she  was 
sunk  in  tho  right  plaoo.  Two  of  our 
men  were  killed  and  fourteen  wounded. 
One  of  the  R.  N'.  R.  officers,  Lieut. 
Triggs.  had  a  shell  pass  right  through 
his  shoulder,  and  I  am  afraid  that  the 
arm  will  have  to  he  amputat-i^d.

Voteworthy  AoUovament  of  Veatmastez

It  was  expected  that  this  year's 
Christmas  mall,  both  incoming  and  out- 
going, would  be  materially  less  than 
that  of  1913.  This,  however,  has  not 
proved  the  case.  While  there  has  been 
a  slight  decrrsase,  the  volume  which  has 
passed  through  tho  local,  office  was  such 
that,  when  figures  are  available,  the  re- 
sult Is  llkel.v  to  show  that  the  differ- 
ence is  so  slight  as  to  be  not  worth 
mentioning.  Yesterday  It  was  an- 
nounc-ed  that,  despite  the  rush,  all  tho 
Clirlstmaa  letters,  newspapers  and 
parcels  had  been  distributed.  Tlie  only 
exception,  it  was  explained,  is  the 
snuLll  number  of  packages  which  have 
not  jijt  passed  through  the  customs 
department. 

The  achievement  of  Postmaster  H.  V. 
Bishop  and  his  assistant,  Mr.  George 
Gardnei',  supported,  as  they  were  by  a 
competent  and  an  enthuslaslc  staff,  may 
be  btitter  appreciated  when  it  is  pointed 
out  that  the  bulk  of  the  British  mail 
was  not  received'tintil  the  day  before 
December  25  and  the  two  days  follow- 
ing the  holiday.  Under  the  circum-. 
stances,  the  two  officials  mentioned  and 
their  staff  are  entitled  to  the  compli- 
ments and  the  thanks  of  the  general 
public.  They  have  succeeded  In  keeping 
the  postal  machinery  of  this  centre  run- 
ning smoothly  and  expeditiously  In 
spite  of  the  daily  receipt  of  large 
hatches  of  mall,  not  only  from  the  Old 
CiMMitry,  but  from  Canada  and  Pnlted 
States.

PRISONER  AT  CREFELD

A  British  offlcer,  now  a  prisoner  In  a 
German  concentration  camp  at  Crefeld, 
describes  In  a  letter  the  events  which 
preceded  his  capture  together  with  some 
five  hundred  other*. 

"Here  I  am,"  says  he,  "aafe  In  mind 
and  limb,  a  prisoner  of  war,  a  regret- 
table ending  to  one's  soldiering,  yet  It 
might  have  been  worse.  Eighteen  ofH- 
oers  and  about  400  or  600  men  were 
taken  'prisoners,  after  being  surrounded 
on  Saturday,  the  24th.  I  can't  tell  you 
everything  that  has  Happened,  but  for 
four  days  we  had  a  ripping  good  fight. 
They  shelled  un  all  day  with  Black 
Marias,  but  we  outed  their  infantry 
every  time  they  came  on,  and  every 
night  we  were  hauled  out  of  our 
trenches.  A  certain  amount  of  wet  kept 
our  heads  cool.  On  the  eighth  day  they 
broke  through  on  our  right,  and  got  la 
the  rear  of  our  trenohes.  Finally  we 
had  to  chuck  It.  Black  Maria«,  «bra|>- 
nel,  maehine-gane'and  rifle  Are  In  front, 
rifle  Are  on  rear  and  flank,  and  with 
greatly  superior  numbfrs.  We,  did  our 
beat,  but  had  to  chuck  it  It  seemed 
to  ua  rather  ^a  hard  lob  we  had  to  do, 
and  if  only  we  could  have  been  retn- 
foreed  on  my  ri»ht.  we  would  have

A  very  Interesting'  article  In  The  Can- 
adian  Courier  ^ive.**  a  description  oC 
Sister  Macdonalil.  head  of  the  Canadian 
Army  NursinK  Service.  This  -service, 
we  are  told,  diffor.s  from  the  Red  Cros.s 
and  other  volunteer  nursing  bodies. 
Like  the  Brltl.sh  Army  Sisters,  "it  Is  a 
permanent  Institution,  a  unit  of  the 
Canadian  army  under  the  control  of  the 
Minister  of  Milittii.' 

»,  Sister  Macdonaid  holds  the  pn.siflon 
of  niatron-tn-chlef  to  the  little  army  of 
a  hundred  nurses  which  accompanied 
tlie  Canadian  contingent   to   lOngland. 

'  >n  their  arrival  the  Canadian  women, 
a.«  we  have  learned  before,  wore  enter- 
tained at  St.  Thomas  Hospital  while 
waiting  for  order.-?.  When  the  article 
was  written,  on  December  2,  flfty-tlv© 
nurses  had  gone  to  Fiance,  thirty  were 
at  Burford  Camp,  while  Sister  Mac- 
donald and  the  rest  still  remained  at 
tlit>  big  liospital.  It  was  not  aifflcult, 
under  these  cirnvimstances,  for  the  cor- 
respondent whose  nom-de-plume  is 
"Phlllslia,"  to  meet  the  matron-ln-chlef, 
whose  work  liad  been  greatly  lessened 
by  the  Urparturc  of  the  greater  part 
of  her  corps. 

With  some  difficulty  she  gleaned 
from  the  capable  hen<I  some  fact.s  con- 
cerning her  early  life.  There  was  no 
need  to  ask  concerning  her  race.  "The 
kffidly  blue  eyes,  firm  mouth  and  gen- 
eral air  of  staunchness"  told  of  High- 
land descent.  Margaret  Clothlldo  Mae- 
donald  was  born  in  Pictou  County,  Nova 
Scotia.  Her  parents  were  Catholics  and 
her  father.  Major  Macdonald,  was  a  sol- 
dier. Margaret  was  sent  to  Mount  St. 
Vincent   School    in   Halifax. 

Like  many  Rirls  from  the  Atlantic 
Provinces.  Miss  Macdonald  chose  the 
profession  of  a  nurse  and  went  to  New 
York  City  Hospital  to  train,  afterwards 
spending    some    time    at    Mount    Slnal. 

When  the  wounded  soldiers  came 
homo  from  the  Spanish-American  War, 
tho  young  graduate  embraced  the  op- 
portunity of  widening  her  experiences 
at  Monlauk  Point,  near  New  York. 
There  she  learned  to  love  the  work  of 
nursing  soldiers,  and  afterwards  went 
with  the  firs:  t.'anadian  contingent  to 
South  Africa  in  IBOO,  Here  she  met 
mrost  of  the  British  generals  and 
learned  to  love  Lord  Roberts.  At 
Bloemfontoln  Nurse  Macdonald  waited 
on  the  great  generals  nephew  and  met 
him  dally. 

"It  was  perfectly  wonderful,"  Sister 
MacdorMild  said,  "to  see  how  even  th6 
sickest  soldiers  would  cheer  him  as  he 
came  through  the  wards.  They  had  ab- 
solute faith  in  him,  and  the  most  un- 
bounded enthuslaam  marked  all  their 
dealings  with  him.  He  was  so 
thoughtful,  kindly  and  altogether 
humane  for  so  stern  a  soldier  that  their 
feeling  was  not  surprising.  I  shared  it 
myself  and  feel  a  personal  grief  at  his 
loss."  • 

Sister  Macdonald  decided,  after  her 
experiences  In  the  SPuth  African  War, 
that  army  nursing  was  her  vocation. 
"Of  courae  you  see  dreadful  stghts," 
•aid  the  undaunted  little  woman,  "but 
the  more  dreadful  they  are  the  worse 
you  are  needed,  and  the  Tommtee  are 
Buoh  an  Inspiration!  Why,  a  wounded 
soldier  would  give  up  M*  very  bed  to  a 
comrade  In  worse  plight  than  hlmaelfl 
They  are  eo  absolutely  good  to  one 
another,  and  ao  careleea  of  aelf,  that  I 
love  helping  them.  Aa  long  as  there  is 
life  In  a  pal  they  will  auffer  torment* 
to  help  him— 'wltnesa  the  many  great 
deeds  of  the  present  great  war.  Tet 
nothing  la  more  remarkable  tHan  their 
pblloaophlc  attitude  toward  death.  Oi*je 
life  la  out  of  a  body  there  la  no  moan- 
ing and  no  aentlmentallty.  He'a  dead, 
poor  chap,  but  he  died  flghting  for  hia 
country.  aBd  ll'a  all  In  the  life  of  a 
MMter.  PatAliata.  moat  of  them."  went 
Oft  Miga  Macdonald.  "but  Pre  not  aften

Now,  there  are  quite  as 
many  boys  as  the  house  will  hold  and 
In  .  tho  rare  instances  where  a  home 
could  not  be  found  for  a  glri  ward,  the 
society  was  at  a  loss  to  know  what  to 
do  with  her.  Bcllnnuent  boys,  who 
show  no  disposition  to  be  good  arc  sent 
to'  the  reformatory  at  Vancouver,  and 
the  same  class  of  girls  are  sent  to  the 
Industrial  School  there.  But  now. 
homeless  children,  or  those  whoae 
partfnts  ar«.,  unfitted  to  take  charge  of 
them,  whether  they  are  boya  or  siria. 
'Will  be  cared  for  at  home. 

The  girls  Will  learn  how  to  take  cmx« 
of  the  little  ones  and  to  love  and  pro- 
tect them.  The  plan  seema  an  excellent 
one.  It  Is  not  altogether  new.  as  thoae 
who  are  familiar  with  the  children  at 
the  Proteatant  Orphanage  have  obaarved. 
Nothing  la  nicer  about  the  gatherlnca 
there  than  to  aee  how  motherly  some 
of  the  older  gtrla  are  and  how  the 
little  ones  depend  upon  them.

1  am  glad  to  think  that  you  are  look- 
ing after  .some  nf  the  Belgians.  The 
enemy  shelled  this  villa»e  the  othor 
evening  without  giving  the  Belgians 
time  to  clear  out,  and  the  poor  things 
went  tru.dging  away  westward  In  t!i<i 
rain,  pushing  all  they  could  in  wheel- 
barrows.

Describing  the  Oerm.Tn  soldiers'  hr.iv- 
ery  under  fire.  Corporal  Held,  of  the 
Army   Service    Corps,    writes; 

"I  saw  it  staled  In  a  letter  that  the 
Germans  were  not  brave.  l)o,n*t  you  be- 
lieve It,  They  will  not  stand  up  to  the 
bayonet  unless  pushed  on  to  It — I 
know;  but  they  face  rifle  firo  and  shrap- 
nel In  a  manner  which  you  can't  help 
but  admire  The  way  they  are  massed 
and  n^irchcd  against  trenches  is  mad- 
ness, but.  they  are  not  cowards.  I  am 
telling  y()»i  what  I  know  personally  and 
what  1    have  seen. 

"It  was  only  last  week  that  T  ssw 
such  a  sight.  I  shall  never  forget  It.. 
I  was  at  a  place  Just  behind  our  tren- 
ches when  a  whole  corps  of  Oermans 
made  A^r  us.  Mind  you,  they  did  not 
come  In  a  mad  rush,  but  they  stepped 
out  as  If  put  for  a  long  march.  They 
sang  their  national  song  lustily,  and 
must  hare  known,  as  they  were  ao 
thickly  massed,  they  were  marching  on 
to  deetructlon.  But  they  caroa  on,  and 
our  chaps  were  awaiting  them  with 
glee.  Not  a  ehot  was  nred  until  they 
got  so  close  that  it  waa  imposaible  to 
mlea  thom. 

"Then  the  order  waa  glTen,  and  didn't 
our  rlMea  and  maxtma  apeak!  Of  eourae, 
they  fell  In  their  hundreda.  but  there 
waa  no  wnveririff.
